Fund Set 
At $710,000 


The expenditure of some $716, 
000 for Negro parks and other Ne- 
gro recreational! facilities in At 


‘llanta and Fulton County in the 


near future is contemplated in 
plans virtually completed by City 
and County. Governments, 

City Council Approved an agree- 
ment reached between City and 
County on allo-‘ation of funds for 
Negro parks at its Monday session. 
Chairmar R. L. (Shorty) Doyal 
said the County Commission would 
approve it at a meeting Wednes- 
day. He said Monday he had re 
ceived from Chairman. W. O. Du- 
Vall, of the Citizens’ Bond Com- 
mittee, the text of the agreement 
on Negro recreational | facilities 
reached by a bond subcommittee 
composed of City and County rep- 
resentatives. 

On the subcommittee, represent- 
ing the City, were Councilman 
Lee Evans and Parks Commis- 
sioner George L. Simons. Rep 
resenting the County and the Bond © 
Committee were Il. M. Sheffield, 
Jr., James C. Shelor and W,. O., 
Du Vall. 
The svbcommittee recommend- 

that City and County eppro 
priate $450,000 of bond money— 
$225,000 each—for two Negro 
parks within the City limits. Of 
that total, : 


purchase a park Site to be located 
in the urea of the Calhoun School 
and the remainder to be uséd in 
developing a park near the Crog- 
‘man School. After completion of 
the Crogman development, any 
money l!eft over will be used on 
the Calhoun development. 

The subcommittee recognized 
that, while bond funds may ve 
beer adequate for both white and 
\Negro needs wher voted, they are 
no longer sufficient, because of 
rising prices. 

“While facilities for whites will 
be ihadequate,” said the report, 
“we cannot overlook that facilities 
for Negroes .in the City are few 
and non-existent in the county. 
The most effective use of bond 
funds is believed to lie in the ac- 
quisition of: two sites for Negro 
parks in the City, one near the 
Calhoun (old Opportunity) School 
on Piedmont Avenue and the other 
in the area of Crogman School in 
the Negro section beyond Capitol 
View. 

The subcommittee further rec- 
ommended that Fulton County fur- 
nish labor and materials valued 
at $100,000 to be used in Negro 
parks in lieu of cash and that the 
county pay to the City the re 
mainder of its contribution, that 
is, $125,000. 

It announced a tentative agree- 
ment, the details of which are to 
be worked out, about acquisition 
from the City of tracts of land in 
the Negro section along Anderson 
Avenue, near Battle Hill Haven, 
for a county park for Negroes. 
To cost $100,000 or more, this park 
comprising 80-odd acres, will be 
the largest Negro recreational! fa- 
cility in the Southeast, according 
to Chairman Doyal.

Atlanta is still a matter for de- 
cision. 


definite opinions. He said: 

“This method of navigation will 
increase in volume as the economy 
of the United States becomes more 
and more stabilized and when we 
come face to face with the realiza- 
tion that it is necessary for us to 
use the most economical form of 
transportation. In this country, we 
have not yet reached that point. 

“Yet, it is true that water pro- 
vides the most economical form of 
transportation. I believe firmly 
that the economy of our country 
will in the future—perhaps a fu- 
ture nearer than we now think— 
dictate the use of water-borne 
transportation in much larger vol- 
ume. 

“From an economic point of 
view, there are many articles of 
commerce that really should move 
on water and when the economy 
of our country setties down to sta- 
bility those articles, whenever pos 
sible. rre surely going to move on 
water. And if we are going to go 
on a competitive basis with the 
rest of the world, then of itsclf 
that event will insure for water 
transportation its proper place jin 
our national economy.’ 

Col. Gillette said that 
ereasing traffic on the iniand 
waterways of the country. has 
more than justified the expecta- 
tions for it. As an example, he 
cited the intra-coastal waterways 
on the Atlantic seaboard and the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

“In the beginning, many people 
criticized them as useless wastes of 
the public money.” he explained. 
“But now the same people general. 
ly accept these coastal waterways 
and in fact wouldr't think of being 
without them. For the savings in 
freight cn cargoes moved in these 
Wwaterwayre heve far more than 
fustified the national investment.”

FROM GERMANY—(By Air Mail)—-This was 
in Munich. We were staying in one back wing 
of the “Four Seasons Hotel,” now a miserable, 

cold place, with its chief portions blasted away. Time was when 
it was The hotel. Neville Chamberlain stayed there when he com- 
pleted the Munich Pact and went home to say he had achieved 
“peace for our time.’ 

Suddenly I was awake and listening for what had awakened 
me. 

Then I heard it. Through my window, cracked open in the un- 
heated room even though it had been snowing outside, I heard this 
man’s voice. It was half a sob, half a hysterical shouting. 

He kept saving over and over again something about his mother. 
I cursed my ignorance of languages and got out of bed and went 
t» the window. It had stopped snowing, and in a cold moon’s light 
I saw him, 

The moonlight was shining eerily threugh the jagged walls and 
the empty windows, lke so many empty eve-sockets in so many 
skulls, and I could see him, a dark shadow walking down the 


_ empty street. 


‘He kept up his half sob, half hysterical crying. 
Across from the hotel he stopped and leaned against 
the side of a bin built to hold gravel which could be spread on 
frozen streets. 

He stood there sobbing and muttering and crying out in some 
sort of agony. It may have been drunkenness, it may have been a 
mental breakdown or some temporary emotional crack-up. 

But, whatever it was, here was one lonely German, in whom 
sorrow and misery had welled up until he was a whole sobbing, 
angry, shouting, gibbering, mad Wagnerian opera on an empty 
street—here was Wagner at 4 o'clock in the morning with one 
man being orchestza, chorus, brasses, trumpets, and the long, rolling 
cry of man destroying himself. 

After a while he went on. And the further fact was that in all 
that big city, with the moon shining through the broken skulls of 
houses, no ohe came to him either to arrest him or to comfort him. 


It was pure Wagner. 


I went back to bed, but not to sleep. 

Pressure I cannot tell you what the German is like. I have 
met many fine, splendid, magnificent ones. There are those as good 
as any persons on earth. 

But, the fact is the average German is the product of history 
and of the terrible pressure of history and its forces. It is not well 
to forget that the children playing in the dirty, shabby streets, or 
through the ruins of. buildings, their legs and arms and faces thin 
and unhealthily white,iare themselves children or. grandchildren 
of men and women who were hungry and wretched and hopeless 
thirty years ago. 

It must be kept in mind that if many Germans today are cor- 
rupted and greedy; if they indulge in great self-pity and show a 
hardened attitude toward their fellow Germans; that when persons 
live in a Gaily struggle, as millions do, to get something to eat for 
that day, that the more worthy instincts of civilization are washed 
out. The law of self preservation is not a pretty law, at least it 
often is not pretty. 

If many, many of their children become beggars, pimps, 
prostitutes and gangsters, it should occasion no surprise,

I hope the darkened streets of the future will not echo to the 
Wagnerian madness of the children whom one sees today, thin of 
face and body and limb, shabby and jin the streets.

Just a Suggestion

Experiencing a few days ago a piece of ex- 


ceedingly bad, impolite and dangerous driving 

by the operator of a delivery truck for a well- 
known Atlanta store, the thought occurred that casual observation 
has left the impression, at least in my case, that as a class the 
drivers of such trucks are ‘among the worst offenders on our 
crowded streets.

How Far 
Will Wallace Go? 


WASHINGTON—From the way he has 
been talking lately it has be@ome pretty evi- 
dent that Henry A. Wallace is out to do every 

thing possible to prevent President Truman's re-election next year, 

He has been drifting farther and farther away from the Admin- 
istration ever since he was ousted from the Cabinet last year as 
Secretary of Commerce. More recently he appears to have burned 
his bridges behind him completely. 

In Buffalo the other day, for example, he announced that if 
it came to a choice between President Truman and Sen. Robert 
A. Taft, Ohio Republican, he would vote for Sen. Taft. 

Likewise, in contrasting President Truman with Gov. Thomas 
E, Dewey, of New York, another potential Republican presidential 
nominee, Wallace said: “I hesitate to say whether Dewey is @ 
watered-down version of Truman or the President is a watered- 


down version of Dewey.” 

‘Out’ But for- Wallace to make the definite declaration at this 
time that he would support Taft in preference to the 

President places him about as far off the Administration reserva- 

tion as he could go, as most party leaders see it. 


If he is willing to commit himself to support the Ohio Senator 
over the President, then it is reasonable to suppose that any other 
nominee the Republicans might name would be acceptable to him. 
Democrats generally take that view for the reason that Sen. Taft 
is looked upon as more representative of Republican Old Guard 
thinking than most anyone else within the party. i 

How far the Wallace opposition will go in injuring the chances 
of the President at re-election depends on the channels through 
which it is directed. Hf he should head a third-party movement, 
it would be one thing; but it would be quite another if he con- 
fined himself to supporting the GOP candidate. 

As a third-party candidate for the presidency, Wallace might 
succeed in taking away from the President a certain element of 
support which normally might be expected to go to the Demo- 
crats. It is doubtful, however, that he would. be able to throw 
this vote to the Republicans. . 

What the Wallace third-party plans are remains to be seen. The 
difficulties in organizing a movement of the kind are so great 


that there is nothing.to encourage it. 

L abor Moreover, the former Vice President could count on little 
backing from what heretofore has been his main source 

of support—organized labor. Labor, it now appears, will be whole 

heartedly back of President Truman in the coming election. It is 

doubtful that Wallace could carry any considerable part of: this” 

following with him. 

It should be enough to discourage him from thinking geriously 
of a third-party enterprise. Certainly it would have Teshatete 
no chance of winning. 

As for his support of the Republican ticket, GOP leaders them- 
selves look on this possibility as being more of a Habilnty than an 
asset. It works out this way: 

The burden of the Wallace opposition to Mr. Truman is placed 
on the foreign policy of the Administration. He is against the over 
all policy behind the Marshall Plan, as it was conceived. He is 
for a softer attitude toward Soviet Russia. The break which 
precipitated his ouster from the Cabinet came over critical attacks 
he made on the Administration’s foreign policy as conducted at 


the time by former Secretary of State Byrnes. 

GOP Stan For Mr. Wallace to align kimself with the Repub- 
licans in the coming campaign would be more 

embarrassing to. the Republicans than it would be to the Demo- 

crats. It would tend to put the Republicans in a position of being 

lukewarm in support of the program for preventing the spread of 

Communism. 

As it is, we are now formulating a bipartisan foreign policy on 
this score. . Democrats and Republicans alike joined in putting 
through the emergency European relief program just passed by 
Congress. 

By going over to the Republicans on the issue Mr. 
could dissipate the bipartisan flavor of our. foreign policy. 
Republicans would not like ‘to see that done. 

What the Republicans are secretly hoping Wallace will do, of 
course, is start a third party. That would relieve them of any em- 
harrassment over his support of the party’s ticket and at, the same 
time provide a vehicle for taking votes away from the Democrats.

Weltare Needs 
More Funds

If it were not so tragic, it could be said 
flippantly that Fulton County taxpayers 

' have a millstone around their necks. 
Not that little old 214 millstone levied for welfare 
purposes, you understand. That's never been very heavy. 
Up to 1943 it was 24% mills, but it was reduced that year. 
It could evenggo up to 234 mills within the law, if it could 
pass by a two-thirds vote of two successive grand juries. 


The big, leaden millstone is the amount of money 
spent for medical attention to the indigent, for crime 
and detection, for housing deserted and orphaned chil- 
dren in institutions, not to mention the intangible 
losses from truancy, cruelty, neglect. 

The recent session of the Georgia Citizens Council 
gave out a general estimate of the comparison between 


those two millstones. 


The Council said six times as much 


money is spent in Georgia for crime and detection alone 
as is spent for family rehabilitation. “It should be,” some- 
one observed, “exactly the opposite.” 


False Economy 


The Atlanta League of Women Voters says Georgia and 
Fulton County are practicing false economy. 

In its usual cool, logical appraisal of community situa- 
tions, the League’s publication “Facts” says: “Both the 
State and the County are allocating grossly inadequate 
sums each year for welfare and relief purposes. Officials 
of the Welfare Department realize the insufficiency of 
the assistance being given the needy.” 


Scantiness Leaves Mark 


“The State of Georgia sets an even lower stand- 
ard of subsistence than Fulton County,” Facts says; 
“and then gives only 85 percent of the amount set. 
Under the Social Security Law, the Federal Govern- 
ment will match State funds for the aged, the blind 
and for dependent children. Georgia appropriates only 
about half the amount the Federal Government would 
allow, and therefore gets only half of her potential 


share. 


and certifies its residents who are eligible. 


Fulton County pays five percent of the total, 


Natu- 


rally, the scantiness of the State appropriations leaves 

its mark upon Fulton’s dependents. 

“At the present time the State has insufficient funds 
to meet its share of cases already investigated and certi- 


fied by the Welfare Department. 


were 344 old-age cases pending, 94 aid to dependent chil- 
dren cases, and four aid to blind cases, totaling $12,047, 
which the State could not pay. There are already 2,315 
cases now active on which increases have been recom- 
ménded, amotinting to $12,429, which the State could not 
meet. This makes a total of $24,476, which it is estimated 
will rise to a deficiency of about $30,000 by Jan. 1.” 

And what of these “pending” paupers? 

This is from Lorraine H. Jennrich, Director of Case 
Work at Family Service Society, a private agency of case- 


work and counsellin g:

“It is with increasing alarm that we note the up- 
ward trend of relief cases in this agency from the 15 
percent figure of a year or two ago to the present 
time, when almost 40 percent of our families are re- 
ceiving financial assistance. The community puts pres- 
sure on private agencies to take cases, but our funds 
are designated to be used in working with families 
who could soon be helped to be self-sustaining. We 
could use up our whole year’s relief budget in a few 
weeks were we to take all the cases where the only 
problem is for relief. Long-time relief needs for wid- 
dows and children, or sick people who are unemploy- 
able, has always been considered to be the responsibil- 
ity of the public tax-supported agencies.”

Question: Are fat people really

Those who have slimmed 
down 10 pounds are eager to 
know how to keep them off. 
Well,. keeping slim is a pleas- 
ure. To lose weight you had 
to put the impounded calories 
back into circulation, which 
meant you had to keep the cal- 
ories each day well below the 
number-used. That, as you know 
by experience, is the only way 
by which fat can be converted 
into energy. g 

But once your weight is nor- 
mal, it’s plain to see that all 
that is necessary to keep it there 
is to gear your calorie intake 
to your energy output. A re- 
ducing diet contains between 
1,000 and 1,100 calories a day. 
Say your normal calorie allow- 
ance is 2,100 to 2,500 per day. 
Then you can actually take that 
number of calories without stor- 
ing fat. But, to be on the safe 
and svelt side, better ease the 
calories up gradually and keep 
them around 1,500 a day for the 
next few weeks. 

The best keeping-slim tech- 
nique is to stick fairly close to 
your getting-slim food habits, 
or food pattern. That does not 
mean to keep on dieting ... on 
that plan you would lose more 
weight. But the way to lick 
avoirdupois and keep it licked 
is to change your food habits 
from fattening to normal. It was 
the wrong food pattern that 
piled on fat in the first place 
..» the second place, too. Also, 
with good food habits, you’ll 
feel wonderfully fit, which 
makes keeping normal weight 
a pleasure indeed, and you pre- 
vent any hidden hunger, which 
is often the cause of overweight. 
When the daily menus fail to 
include the essentials you crave 
food even though you are get- 
ting sufficient calories and some 
to spare... if you are not get- 
ting the essentials, you’re still 
hungry. 

There’s a system to keeping 
weight at normal, without count- 


ing calories. If you will system- © 


atically delete the fat trim- 
mings, the fat part of the meat, 
fried foods and gravy, and go 
light on French dressing, may- 
onnaise, butter and cream, you 
automatically keep the calories 
low. Get into the habit of cut- 
ting out all unnecessary fats. 
Always set a limit on your 
weight gain. A three-pound limit 
is good. The first time the point- 
er on the scales is up three 
pounds; crack down on calories 
for a few days. If you never let 
your weight get more than three 


pounds over, well, you can never. 


be 20 pounds averweight! 


If you'll keep an eye on the 


fattening foods and curb them 
for the next six months, and 
hold your weight right at nor- 
mal for that time, this will have 
a lasting effect on body weight 
regulation, and chances. are 
you'll never again be over- 
weight. r 

And if you'll keep the daily 
exercise habits, even three to 
six minutes a day, you'll keep 
a beautiful figure.

Answer—The citric acid in” 


orange, lemon, lime, grapefruit, 
etc., is oxidized in the liver, and 
converted into carbonates of the 
alkalies such as potassium, so- 
cium, magnesium’ carbonates, 
and thus it increases alkalinity 
of the blood, decreases acidity 
of the urine. Do not confuse 
acid-base balance in the blood 
and tissues with the hydrochlo- 
ric acid of the gastric juice. 
Whether a patient with hyper- 
acidity (with or without peptic 


ulcer) may take any citrus fruit - 


or fruit juice depends upon the 
patient’s individual experience 
—if such food or juice “agrees” 
the patient. may take it with 
benefit. 


WART REMOVED 
I took a wart off my chin 
with the corn collodion you de- 


scribe in your booklet. It work- 


ed fine. I want to tell my son, 
a missionary in Africa, about 
it, but I saw where you said it 
is not for warts on the face. 
(Mrs. A; J. W.) 
Answer—I do not advise the 
use of anything of the kind for 
wart or other blemish on the 
face—-better leave the  treat- 
ment of facial blemishes to your 
physician.

College Terms 


Free Urged 
On Truman 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 
President Truman's Commission 
on Higher Education Monday 
recommended two free years of col. 
lege for all worthy students and 
lower tuition fees for upper class 
men and graduate students. 

Calling for “sweeping changes” 
to double college enrollment by 
1960 and better fit American 
vouth for life in a 20th century 
Democracy, the Commission also 
urged the ‘elimination of racial 
segregation and “quota systems” 
in colleges. 

Mr. Truman did 
on the report's specific recommen. 
dations but he said a carefully 
developed program to strengthen 
higher education would “enrich 
the lives of our citizens... (and) 
improve our understanding of 
our friends and neighbors every: 
where in the world.” . 

The 103 page report, 
volume being prepared 
80-member Presidential 
gion. cited the fundamental 
ferences between Democratic and 
‘Authoritarian philosophies and 
said the extension and strengthen 
ing of the Democratic system is 
a primary responsibility of higher 
education 

“In a real sense.” it said, “the 
future of our civilization. depends 
on the direction education takes 
not only in the distant future, bul 
in the days immediately ahead.” 

The Commission, headed by Dr. 
George F. Zook, President of the 
American Council on Education, 
held that many of the European 
concepts of education should be 
abandoned and the Americun sys 
tem attuned to the needs of the 
“free citizens of our Democracy. 

American college students need 
to be prepared for “world citizen 
ship.” it continued, and must learn 
about the customs and standards 
of other nations, including Kusstia,.
